HIS DAUGHTER'S TONGUE. 


Revealed His Crime and Put Jacob Judy 
on Trial for Murder.

UNION, Mo., Aug. 7.—Deputy Sheriff Ed- 
gar Terry arrived in Union this morning 
having in custody Jacob Judy, whom he 
brought with him from Duvall’s Bluff, 
Ark. Judy killed a man named Edward 
O’Gara eighteen years ago near Catawissa, 
in this county. He was indicted, but fled 
and was never heard of until about six 
months ago, when the Franklin County 
authorities received word that he was in 
White County, Ark. He got away, but 
was again located at Duvall’s Bluff, Prairie 
Co., Ark., and held to await the coming of 
Deputy Sheriff Terry. 

Judy claims that the killing was done 
in self-defense. His story is that he quar- 
reled with O'Gara and the latter's father 
over a horse trade. O’Gara threw a rock 
at him and he fired in return, killing him. 
When he fled he changed his name to 
Jacob Judy. He took his wife with him and 
two years later a daughter was born. Her 
father’s secret was told her. She married 
recently and disclosed the secret to her 
husband, who gave it to the officers—and 
so hte tongue of woman put Jacob Judy 
on trial for his life. 


KILLED HER HUSBAND.

Let us examine the free coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1 and see what it means and what 
its results would be. We have now in circu- 
lation about $600,000,000 of 16 to 1 silver 
money, which we are able to maintain on 
a parity with gold by its redemption in 
gold. Could we coin the $5,000,000,000 and 
more of silver produced in the last 100 years 
imto 16 to 1, fifty-cent dollars, and eem 
them in one-hundred-cent dollars? The 
question answers itself. The attempt would 
mean bankruptcy. Free coinange at 16 to 
1 means the end of redemption of our silver 
money, the loss of half its value, and 
henceforth silver monometallism, pure and 
simple.. Its advocates generally under- 
stand this, and know that in no other way 
could prices be apparently doubled, and 


the debtor be released from half his debt. 

“If free coinage was adopted Id would 
instantly disappear from circulation. Men 
will not pay out gold dollars worth 100 cents, 
when the law allows them to pay 50-cent sile | 
ver dollars instead. Gold would be driven | 
away by cheap silver just as during the 
war it was driven away by cheap paper 
money. Our silver money and our paper 
money, which would then be redeemable 
in silver only, would have but half their 
present purchasing power and thus only half 
the efficiency as a circulating medtum. 
This would practically deprive us of two- 
thirds of our money and pretty much all 
of our credit. 

“Free coinage at 16 to 1 means more than 

sixteen victims to one victor; it means 
16,000 to 1. 
“To the gold monometallist or silver mono- 
metallist, whose policy would result in 
the expulsion of either gold or silver, and 
the contraction of our circulation, we can 
show our national platform upon which 
we stood and fought and won,”

THE STATE CONVENTION, 


The Democratic State Convention at 


Pertle Springs was a splendid success. 


It was numerously attended, and the 


general verdict of delegates and visitors 
is that it contained more prominent and 


representative Democrats of the State 


than any previous State convention that 
has been held in many years. Its work 
was done smoothly and with practical 
unanimity. It leaves behind it no rank- 
ling memories of heated debate or ruth- 
less action. 

The platform adopted is in every way 
admirable. At last Missouri Democrats 
have put forth a declaration of their 
views in which there is no semblance 
of a straddle and which is too explicit 
to be misrepresented or misunderstood. 
The declaration was not only adopted 
without opposition in the convention, but 
there is no doubt whatever that it ex- 
presses the views of nine-tenths of the 
Democrats of Missouri. 

The action taken in regard to the State 
Committee was conservative and consid- 
erate. It was inspired by an obvious 
desire to spare the feelings of the old 
committee as much as possible. For- 
tunately, however, this amiable desire 
did not prevent the convention from plac- 
ing the party’s arents under the party’s 
control. The condition of affairs in Mis- 
eouri in this respect has for several years 
been anomalous, and when a crisis like 
the present was reached, it speedily be- 
came unendurable. The fundamental 


Democratic principle is that the majority | 


shall rule. Yet for a long while the State 
Committee, which is appointed solely 
to execute the party’s will, has been 
under the control of a small and un- 
representative minority faction, drawing 
Its inspiration from a petty boss. 

If the Pertle Springs Convention had 
allowed this condition of things to con- 
tinue, in view of the vital issues next 
year, it would have been derelict in its 
first duty to its constituents. 

What was done at Pertle Springs and 
all that was done was to take the State 
Executive Committee out of the control 
“of a boss and place it under the control 
of the party. Any one who opposes this 
is an enemy of Democracy and has noth- 
ing to hope for in the future from Mis- 
souri Democrats. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD SQUABELE. 
The squabble in the School Board over 
the public school superintendency is dis- 
creditable to the Board and threatens to 
be hurtful to the interests of the schools. 
If there are good reasons for the dis- 


missal of Supt. Long he should be dis- 
missed. But the reasons should be made 


public and the dismissal] proceedings 
should be open and above board. If Mr. 
Long is charged with personal miscon- 
duct, or official dereliction, or misman- 
agement, the charges should be thor- 


oughly investigated and, if sustained, he 


should be dismissed ae a matter of duty 
and sound public policy.

Mr. Gladstone emphasizes the fact that 
no dependence can be placed on Turkish 
promises and that in interposing to pro- 
tect the Armenians Great Britain must 
be prepared to go to any length, even 
to coercion, to force from Turkey a rad- 
ical reform of Armenian administration 
and guarantees of future good conduct. 

This programme practically means the 
appointment of a Christian Governor 
under European control and the taking 
of the entire Armenian administration 
out of the hands of Turkish officials. 
In the opinion of all who have intelli- 
gently studied the situation this is the 
only satisfactory conclusion. 

Mr. Gladstone’s strong speech gives 
fresh hope that this satisfactory conclu- 
sion will be reached. It cannot fail to 
intensify public opinion and thus have 
a salutary effect upon the British gov- 
ernment.

WITHOUT FREE PASSES. 

Unwittingly and unintentionally the 
railroads rendered a great service to the 
Democrats of Missouri when they refused 
to issue passes for the Pertle Springs 
convention. It was no doubt supposed 
by them—and their expectation was 
shared by a large number of outside 
Democrats—that the refusal of free trans- 
portation and the high excursion rate 
would so reduce the attendance at the 
convention as to make it a comparative 
failure. 

In spite of the fact that all who at- 
tended had to pay their own fare and 
other expenses, nearly the full comple- 
ment of delegates from all the counties 
was present, together with a larger num- 
ber of visitors than usually attend a 
State convention.

It is to be hoped that the United States, 
Great Britain and Brazil will not over- 
look the advantages for a peaceful and 
eminently satisfactory settlement of the 
Trinidad embroglio offered by Baron 
Harden-Hickey’s claim to its possession 
and his eager yearning to enjoy royalty’s 
glittering bauble.
